The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

  1) MINUTES:  Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners
meeting held on Tuesday, May 9, 2006. 

MOTION:  Heier moved and Stevens seconded approval of the minutes of the
Board of Commissioners meeting held on May 9, 2006.  Stevens,
Workman and Heier voted aye.  Schorr abstained from voting.  Motion
carried.

2) SPECIAL PRESENTATIONS:

A. The County-City Volunteer of the Month Award was presented to the
Lincoln Chapter of the Omaha Metro Guardian Conservators.

B. Recognition of County Employees’ Service Anniversaries.

Phillips indicated he also has the marina at Branched Oak Lake and holds a Class
“B” (Beer Off Sale Only) liquor license.

In response to a question asked by Schorr, Horsham indicated she has completed
the hospitality course offered through the Health Department.
